N. Y. Banks Open 
New York. M arch 8 (AP).—Lead­ 
ing New York banks were opened 
today w ith business conducted on a 
restricted basis as various institu­ 
tions placed their own interpretation 
on the regulations issued by the 
treasury a t W ashington. 
Most banks were m eeting payroll 
checks either in full or in part and 
some were accepting new deposits 
on a trust basis. 
O thers, among 
them the Chase N ational, were not 
accepting deposits. 
M eetings of of­ 
ficials were being held in virtually 
all of the banks to decide on further 
procedure. 
Another banker said his institu­ 
tion was accepting deposits purely 
as an “accom m odation.” 
In each 
such instance depositors are given 
receipts with w hich they can with­ 
draw the funds a t any tim e. 
It was expected th a t further ef­ 
forts would be m ade later today to 
coordinate banking 
procedures in 
th e city under “emergency regula­ 
tion.” 


Scrip < nrrency may be sent to 
Gettysburg by the federal reserve 
bank to meet payroll needs, if the 
present bank holiday is extended 
and banks have insufficient cash 
to meet the requirements, local 
hankers said today. 
In other sections of the country 
where scrip money is being issued, 
the fiat currency is being accepted 
at its face value, a scrip dollar 
being worth its equivalent in reg­ 
ular United States specie. 
Banks of Gettysburg and Adams 
county today were marking time 
in the bank holiday, being open 
only to make change and to allow 
access to safe deposit boxes. 
Loc ai 
bankers said their de­ 
positors seem anxious to open new 
accounts and to deposit money, 
some of w hich, they said, evident­ 
ly represents hoarded currency. 
This was regarded by the bankers 
as a healthy sign, indicative that 
patrons feel the banks in Gettys­ 
burg and Adams county are sound 
and have not been affected by the 
bank holiday. 
Sevenl patrons of the First Na- 
t ic ital bank offered gold for de­ 
posit. 
The gold was accepted and 
sent to the federal treasury.

My first read books were those 
about m en and women. 
The other evening I sat absorbed in a new story 
of the life of th a t grand, kingly fellow—R. B. C unningham e-G raham , 
friend of Conrad, Hudson—and friend of all lovers of virile m anhood and 
especially of those who love the plains and the pampas—and horses. 
No 
one ever loved horses more th an C unningham e-G raham . An absorb­ 
ing life—now past threescore and ton plus ten! 
G raham , like Hudson, grew up in South America upon th e glorious 
pampas, 
His books are absorbing stories of horses, conquerors and deep- 
breathing folk. 
But he never wrote anything more glorious th a n hts 
defense of the ‘American Indian. 
I have a worn little book th a t has been read and reread—C arlyle’s 
classic; 
“Heroes and Hero W orship.” 
I never tire of reading its pages. 
I especially like his chapters on “T he H ero as King” and “T he H ero as a 
Man of L e tte r.” I have never read anything anywhere so inspiring unci 
stim ulating as his rem arks oil Robert B urns. 
It’s like m eeting th e lovable 
Highland poet face to face. 
A good biography makes you feel th e presence of the one talked 
about—and so it is th a t any of us m ay converse and commune w ith the 
greatest of the earth!
